STATE SCHOOL EUNDSI

SECOND APPORTIONMENT MADE
BY SUPT PARK YESTERDAY-

The Total Amount Is About Five
Thousand Dollars Where the
Money Goes

State Superintendent of Public In-

struction
¬

Park yesterday made the
second apportionment of state school
funds to the several counties and the
city school boards The amount dis ¬

tributed is small only 617699 and on
a basis of 74879 the reported school
population the per capita is S cents
leaving a balance of 15667 in the fund
The formal notices accompanied by
warrants n the treasury will be sent to
the county treasurers and similar no ¬

tices will go to the county and city
superintendents The diaL apportion-
ment

¬

was made on March 31 and ac ¬

cording to law the second is made on
the amount of available funds reported-
in the treasury Oct 31 The last ap ¬

portionment for the year will be made
Dec 31 and by that time the accumu ¬

lation of funds realized from the tax
collections will have been sufficient to
make the amount a couple of dollars or
more per capita a satisfactory sum in
the aggregate

When the new school law was passed
Superintendent Park was surprised to
learn that it contained a requirement-
to distribute funds as of the date of
Oct 31 Had the required date been
Nov 30 for the second apportionment-
and Jan 31 for the third the arrange ¬

ment would have been much more sat ¬

isfactory As it is so little of the
taxes come in until the middle or the
latter part of November that the coun ¬

ty treasurers are unable to make any
goodsized remittances at as early a
date as fixed for the second distribu ¬

tion It is hoped to have this arrange ¬

ment modified at the next session of
the legislature
